“It may be Canada’s highest mission,” said Mr. Birchall, “to bring us 
all together—the democracies of the old world and the democracies of the 
new, to be the keystone of Anglo-Saxondom, holding together a great arch 
of peace and progress, topped by the ancient culture of France.” 

A brilliant vision and by no means an impractical one. Indeed, our 
feet are already planted on the broad highway to the goal conjured up by 
the New York newspaperman. It remains for us to see that the road is 
traversed without deviation until the objective is reached. It cannot be 
achieved, however, until the war has been won, Hence the importance of 
bending every energy to the first task immediately at hand, that of defeat- 
ing the enemy thoroughly and speedily. The sooner that milestone has been 
passed, the earlier will Canada, the British Empire and the other democ- 
racies be able to get down to an ambitious program of peace, progress and 
prosperity—security for themselves and security for others, 

And what of the war itself? Despite those who were disposed to be 
impatient and irritable at the lack of any spectacular drive on the part of 
either of the belligerents, British authorities were well satisfied that pro- 
gress was made in the first six months of hosilities, As Sir John 
Simon, chancellor of the exchequer of Great Britain well summarized it: 
“It has been of great advantage to us to have these six months in which we 
have been able so vastly to improve our preparation and equipment. What- 
ever use Germany may have made of the six months, on balance, it is the 
Allies who have gained.”

Must Remain Firm 

And as Prime Minister Chamberlain appropriately put it, Hitler has 
“missed the bus” in not taking the offensive before the Allied armies were 
able to complete their preparations to meet any big push which the fuehrer 
might have launched but didn't. 

Having “missed the bus,” Hitler and his colleagues appear to be living 
in a fool's paradise, fondly hoping that they may be extricated from their 
dilemma by a negotiated peace—an eventuality which is beyond all possi- 
bility, if the Allied leaders maintain the stand which they have stoutly held 
since the outbreak of hostilities. There is no reason to believe there will 
be any weakening of the position that Naziism must be rendered impotent 
before the Allies will lay down their arms. Indeed, any other decision | 
would be an invitatioif for a repetition elsewhere of the rape of Czecho-| 
Slovakia and Poland. | 

Until the routing and uprooting of Naziiam has been consummated 
therefore, the people of this country must be content to continue their par- 
ticipation in the war with patience, determination and indomitability and, 
in the meantime, take advantage of opportunities which will arise from 
time to time to prepare the scaffolding for the magnificent nationa! struc- 
ture which may and will be erected once peace has been restored.

World Air Routes 


Britain Preparing To Obtain Bqual- 
ity With Other Powers 

Great Britain is preparing for « 
renewed drive to obtain equality 
with other powers on world air 
routes in spite of the demands which 
war has imposed on her aircraft in- 

bd dustry. 

The disclosure that British com- 
mercial interests had purchased ap- 
proximately 100 powerful United 
States-made engines — enough to 
power a fleet of 25 long-range air- 
liners—for use on Empire routes was 
almost coincident with the formal 
inauguration of the British Over- 
seas Airways Corporation. 

The engines, of 1,100 horsepower, 
manufactured by the Wright Acro- 
nautical Corporation of Paterson, 
N.J., were contracted for and have 
been delivered in England since the 
start of the war. Their purchase 
marks the first time that Britain 
ever has come to the United States 
for commercial engines in quanity.

Frederick T. Birchall, Ottawa cor- 
respondent of the New York Times, 
advocated in an address to the Cana- 
dian Club of Toronto that the post- 
war world be “initially an Anglo- 
Saxon dominated world” and then a 
free or democratic world.

Relic Of The Plague’ 
Piece Of Paper That Was Resur- 
rected After 275 Years 

Workmen pulling down an old inn 
at Evesham recently found an al- 
most perished piece of paper which 
Proved to be a plague pass irsued 
during the Great Plague of London. 
A week or 80 ago it was given to the 
Guildhall. 

That pass was issued in July, 1665. 
The plague in that July was climb- 
ing swiftly to the fearful peak it 
reached in September. The plague 
carts were collecting over 5,000 
| bodies a week, and King Charles and! 
| the Court fled to the country. So a| 
| Servant girl called Mary Walker was | 
in good company when she, too, took | 
|fright. Her master was George Bos- 
tock, and she worked in the parish 
of St. Andrew WUndershaft, in the 
heart of the city. 

She went to the church wardens, 
and they gave her a pass, or cer 
tificate of health, to get away from 
London. It said simply that, by 
God's blessig, Mary herself and her 
master's whole family and all the 
neighbors about them had through 
the Summer been free from the 
plague. 

Armed with this written paper, 
Mary Walker got back to her native 
Evesham, in Worcestershire. She 
there got work at an old half-tim- 
bered inn which showed the sign of 
the Cross Keys. 

The pass had value, should she 
need to move away again. She must 
have placed it for safekeeping in a 
chink of the rafters of the attic room 
she slept in. The plague never re- 
turned. No doubt the pass was for- 
gotten. The ancient inn has been 
pulled down for rebuilding, and in 
the demolition Mary Walker's “Pass 
for the Plague” was drawn out from 
the timbers in which it had lain con- 
cealed for 275 years.—London Lis- 
tener. 


Our New Governor-General 


Third Close Relative Of Reigning 
Sovereign To Hold Office 

The Earl of Athlone will be the 
sixteenth Governor-General of Can- 
ada since Confederation, the third 
close relative of areigning sovereign 
to hold the office, and the second 
Governor-General to take office with 
Canada at war.

FOREIGN EXCHANGE ACQUISITION ORDER 
IMPORTANT NOTICE 


. ee ee ae 
As announced by the Minister of Finance, the Foreign Exchange Acquisi- 


tion Order, 1940, has*been enacted by Order-in-Council under the authority 
of the War Meastires Act. ‘ 


Unless exempted by the Order, every resident of Canada who, on May 
1st, 1940, has any foreign currency in his possession, ownership or control, 
whether in Canada or outside Canada, is required forthwith to sell such 
foreign currency to an Authorized Dealer (i.e. a branch of a chartered 
bank) for payment in Canadian dollars at the official buying rate of the 
Foreign Exchange Control Board. 


“Foreign currency”, for the purposes of the Order, means any cur- 
rency (excluding coin) other than Canadian currency and includes bank 
notes, postal notes, money orders, cheques, travellers’ cheques, prepaid let- 
ters of credit, bank drafts and other similar instruments payable in any 
currency other than Canadian currency, and also includes any amount in 
foreign currency of which a resident has a right to obtain payment by rea- 
son of a deposit, credit or balance of any kind at or with a bank, savings 
bank, trust company, loan company, stockbroker, invest.nent dealer or 
other similar depository. 


The Order does not require the sale of any foreign securities. 


The Order does not affect any foreign currency, deposit or securities 
of any non-resident of Canada and for greater certainty the Order ex- 
pressly declares that a non-resident visiting Canada eg open or pleas- 
ure for a period or periods not exceeding six months in fhe year continues 
to be a non-resident for the purposes of the Order unless such person 


enters or has entered Canada with the intention of becoming a permanent 
resident. 


No resident is required to sell any foreign currency if he satisfies 
the Foreign Exchange Control Board that he held such foreign currency 
on May ist, 1940, solely as trustee or agent for a non-resident and that 
the non-resident’s interest therein had not been acquired from a resident 
since September 15th, 1939, except in a manner approved by the Board, 


Under certain conditions stipulated in Section 1 (b) of the Order, 
a resident who is not a Canadian citizen may be granted exemption, but 
only after application for exemption is approved by the Board, 


No life insurance company incorporated in Canada is required by the 
Order to sell any foreign currency which it needs for the purpose of carry- 
ing on its business outside Canada. 


Further particulars may be obtained from branches of chartered 
banks. Any resident who has any foreign currency in his possession, 
ownership or control on May Ist, 1940, regardless of amount, should con- 


sult his bank at once in order to ascertain the extent to whi h he i 
affected by the Order, at cub
